Report—Associates Here Deny. It. 
‘ Spectal Cablé to Tam New York Trmus. 
LONDON, March 16.—The Central 
News. Agency: circulated. to-day ‘the 
following dispatch ‘from its Cairo cor- 
respondent: 
“James Gordon -Bennett is lying 
dangerously ill aboard his yacht the 
Lysistrata at». Suez; suffering from 


fever, and ig delirious. . ‘An additional 


‘doctor has ‘been sent‘ for.” 

‘On ‘being communicated’ with to- 
night the “London representative of 
The New York Herald was not inclined 
to believe this report; and: previously 
‘nad heard nothing about it. 


At the office of The New York Herald 
last night the report that James Gor- 
don Bennett was ill was discredited. It 
was said that Mr. Bennett had been in 
communication with his office here by 
cable yesterday. morning, and that his 
cablegram had been sent from Port 
Sudan, which is 700 miles: south of Suez. 

“Mr. Bennett cabled to us on a’ busi- 
ness matter this morning,” said a per- 
sonal. representative. of the publisher 
last night, ‘and, while there was noth- 
ing in-the message about the state of 
his health, -we have every reason for 
believing that. Mr. Bennett was in the 
best of health when he sent the mes- 
sage. 

‘*Mr.. Bennett has been on a yachting 
trip for the last.three weeks or a month, 
and he passed: through the Suez Canal 
over ten days ago. For the last eight 
days he’ has been at Port Sudan, and 
he was ‘proceeding south, and not back 
toward Suez. The report that he is ill on 
his: yacht at. Suez, therefore, is incred- 
ible. - Besides; he could not. have cov- 
ered. the distance between Port Sudan 
and Suez. wit within a day.”

‘LOSES LIFEBOATS 


Four of Them Carried ) Away in 
Storm That Big Liner Safely : 
Passes Through. 


OTHER LINER PASSES: ONE 


Her Report Gives First Néws of Mis- 
hap—Imperator’s Passengers Like- 
ly to. Land Thursday Morning.

LONDON, March: 16,—The'. Ham- 
burg-American office in London has 
received the following telegram from 
the main office in Hamburg: 

“The Imperator met a very heavy 
gale on Saturday, during which she 
lost four of her lifeboats from her 
stern. The Captain wired that fn con- 
sequence of the steadiness of the ship 
the passengers, who were in the best 
spirits. noticed very little of the bad 
weather. In the meantime the weath- 
er had improved, so that the ship 
was then under full steam for New 
York.” 

The. news which reached’ London 
late in. the afternoon of the finding of' 
a boat belonging to the Imperator 
was freely discussed in the nsurance 
market. - The news came in the form of 
a wireless message received at the Liz- 
ard frem the Leyland liner Antillian, 
and stated that in latitude 49.23: north, 
longitude 11.56 west, a ship's boat 
was passed with the name “ Impera- 
ter” on it. Even without the reas- 
suring messages of the Imperator’s 
rafety the underwriters were. not dis- 
posed to attach any serious signifi- 
cance to the news, aS numerous Yes- 
sels recently arrived in port reported 
the loss of boats, as the ‘result of. the 
fierce gales.

ANTI-CARRANZA CONSUL. OUT. 


First Chief Feared That Gayou 
Might Turn Against Him: 


NOGALES, Ariz., March 16.—On ac- 
count of alleged lack of personal sym- 
pathy with Gen. Carranza; Ricardo Ga- 
you, Constitutionalist Consul here, was 
summarily dismissed to-day. He will 
be succeeded by E. V.-.Anaya of Tucson.

INCOME TAX TEST. 


Discrimination in Favor ofCorpora- 
tions Against Persons Chrrged.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—A suit to 
test the constitutionality of three. pro- 
visions of the new tncome tax law. was 
filed in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict: of Columbia ;to-day by Fred A. 
Baker .of Detroit. and: Thomas 8. Hop- 
kins; of. Washington, attorneys of. rec- 
ord, in behalf. of John F. and Horace 
BE. Dodge of Detroit, Mich., manufact- 
urers of automobile parts and automo- 
biles under the partnership name. of 

dge Brothers. The suit is directed 
against William H. Osborn, Commis- 
sioner of Internal .Revenue, who is in 
charge of the administration of the in- 
eccme tax law. 

The plaintiffs contend that the law 
discriminates. unduly in favor of cor+ 
porations and against individuals and 
partnerships in three particulars. 

One of the discriminations alle is 
that in laying a surtax of from to 6 
per cent. on the net ‘income of individ- 
uals, including partnership gains and 
profits, and in not levying a like sur- 
tax on the net.incomes of corporatious, 
the law is constitutionally defective. It 
is. contended also that the law. is. un- 
constitutional in its provision ae” ge} 
additional surtax on the income 
individual derived from the stock of a 
cerporation to which-he would be en- 
titled from undivided profits. The third 
criticism is that. the law is defective in 
permitting corporations, but not per- 
mitting indivduals and partnershps, to 
withhold from income taxation -such 
portion of their gains and profits. and 
net income as may be reasonably nec- 
essary for the needs ‘and purposes of 
their business.

Henry Friedrich Becker. of Irvington, 
N. J., has thrown yew ‘light on. the! 
testimony on which Leo M. Frank, the 
young penvil factory Superintendent of 
Atlanta, Ga., was convicted. of the*mur- 
dér-of Mary Phagan, a 16-year-old fac- 
tory employe, on. April: 26; 1913. Frank 
was “convicted on _the testimony ; of 
“Jim **. Conley, a negro sweeper in the 
factory. Conley swore that: the. two 
‘<death notes"’ found beside the body 
of the girl were dictated to him“ by 
Frank, and that one of them was writ- 
ten on a new blank used ‘for ordering 
factory supplHes. He :-swore that the 
blank had been taken from Frank’s 
desk. 

A microscopic. scrutiny of, the blank 
made since the trial showed’ that the 
blank was an old One, ‘and had been 
written on before, and that apparently 
an attempt had béen made to erase’ the 
writing. In the: middle of tle blank 
appeared the vague outline .of -a--word, 
the only one which was not written 
over in the “ death. note,” Five of the 
letters looked like ‘* cker.*’ 

Henry Friedrich Becker was the mas- 
ter mechanic at the -National -Pengil 
factory of Atlanta, in the basement: of 
which the Phagan girl’s body was:found, 
from September,. 1908, to ‘December, 1912. 
He was found at his present. home, 414C 
Maple Avenue, Irvington, - N.S, by @ 
reporter for THp New YorK: TIMES saat 
evening.

Famous Oceanographer -Loses 
~. His«Life in’ a Car Driven 
by His Daughter. 


Sir John Regarded as the World's 
Leading Authority on Oceanog- 
raphy—Born in. 1841. 


EDINBURGH, March 16,—Sir John 
Murray, the.celebrated naturalist and 
oceanographer, was killed to-day near 
his home, Challenger Lodge, Wardie, 
Edinburgh, in a motor car accident 
which -oceurred while ‘his daughter 
Rhoda was driving the car. 

Sir John was returning from a visit 
to Glasgow accompanied by his daugh- 
Miss Murray, who 
was at the» wheel, took a road which 
was, used. as a short cut to the lodge. 
The car swerved, climbed a high bank,- 
and turned over, The occupants’ were 
thrown out and Sir John was instantly 
killed. 

The chauffeur was only slightly in- 
jured, but Miss Murray was conveyed 
unconscious to a hospital. An exami- 
nation, however, showed that Her in- 
juries .were Jess .serious than was at 
tirst feared: 


Sir John Murray, K. C. B., who was 
born in 1841, was a student of ocean 
depths and fish and plant life in the 
ecean from his youth until his death. 
He went on many sounding and dredg- 
ing expeditions, and in the hundreds 
of volumes of reports he prepared and 
published there is a wealth of original 
information:. He was generally recog- 
nized as the foremost oceanographer of 
the world. 
In 1868 Sir John visited Spitzbergen 
and the arctic regions as a naturalist 
on board a whaler and made his first 
notable discoveries of fish life in the 
ocean: Four years later he went out 
again as one of thé naturalists on board 
H. M. 8. ‘Challenger and spent: four 
years in exploration. of physical. and 
biological. conditions:.in -great ocean 
basins. Later he was editor of the ‘‘ Re- 
ports of the Scientific Results of the 
Challenger Expedition,” which filled 
fifty volumes, 
In 1 10, when he was almost 70 years 
old; Sir John organized and paid the 
expenses of an. expedition. to explore 
= waters of the North Atlantic. He 
ent several months-on, the. Norwegian 
ship Michael Sars and was active in 
the work of\dredging and sounding.~ His 
latest, yndertenns ng was a bathymetrical, 
hysical bidlogical ere of the 
resh-water lakes of Scotland, which he 
completed a short time ago. 
Sir John came to thé United States 
‘on several occasions. ahd lectured fir 
Boston, New-York, and other cities, his 
last visit being in 1910 after the Michael 
Sars expedition. Last year he wrote 
“The Ocean: A General Account of the 
Science of the Sea,”’ and his pamphlets 
on subjects connected with. geogr hy, 
oceanography, marine biology, and lim 
nology are numbered by the hundreds. 
Many honors came to Sir John from 
amentitic and other institutions. He 
= oe Knight of the Prussian Order 
our Xs Merite and a member of the 
Norwegian Order of St. Olav. He was 
Rnighted’ in "1808. ‘He was t honorary 
member of wnany British And foreign 
scientific poctatiee and wien ritish 
delegate to the Interriationa aoe 
igraphic Cofterence at, Stockhi¢hg jin 1899.

‘of a. serious business and ‘financial sit- 
uation in New England growing out of 
the differences between the Department 
of Justice and the New York, New 
Haven '& Hartford Railway mariagemént 
in connection with the effort to arrange 
terms for the voluntary dissolution of 
the New Haven merger was emphasized 
by Senator John W. Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts in a frank talk with President 
Wilson to-day. Mr. Weeks did not hes- 
itate to. tell the President, and after- 
ward said the same thing in a public 
statement, that unless the details of the 
dissolution agreement were determined 
soon 'the New Haven and the Boston & 
bMaine would: be forced into ‘the: hands 
of receivers. 

The President had already heard from 
New England Democrats the party was 
in danger of losing ground in New. Eng- 
land through’ the attitude of the De- 
partment of Justice toward. the New 
Haven in the dissolution negotiations. 
Mr, Weeks, who is; a: Republican, did 
not touch the political side of the ques- 
tion, but devoted himself to giving his 


opinions céncerning the financial and 
business aspects of ‘the matter. ‘Presi- 
dent Wilson has a high regard for Sen- 
ator Weeks, .to whom he is ‘particularly 
grateful for the stand taken by him in 
the Senate with reference to the Ad- 
ministration Currency bill at a ‘time 
when that measure needed friends. 
After the call of Mr Weeks, Attorney 
General McReynolds saw the "President, 
and there is. reason to believe that he 
adhered to. the position that he had 


| previously taken in the dissolution nego- 


tiations. .Mr. McReynolds has insisted 
that the terms laid down by the Gov- 
ernment to carry the dissolution into 
effect are necessary to make the agree- 
ment satisfactory and complete. 

In face of the expressions of surprise 
on the part of the New Haven’s repre- 
sentatives over the proposals made last 
week by. the Department of Justice that 
the New Haven should surrender its 
wharfage and other: water terminal priv- 
ileges and properties, the Attorney Gen- 
eral has been emphatic in. declaring that 
it was well understood, when a tentative 
agreement was reached on Jan: 10, that 
if the Interstate Commerce Commission 
required the New Haven to surrender 
control of its steamship lines that the 
railroad would be obliged to surrender 
also its water terminal facilities. This 
proposal has_ been strenuously. resisted 

y the New Haven, which indicated that 
it had not assented to surrendering con- 
trol of its water-front possessions. 

This is the main phase of the present 
differences between the Department. of 
Justice and the New Haven, and was 
responsible for an adjournment of the 
joint conference from last Saturday until 
next Friday. Other serious points of 
difference involve the surrender of con- 
trol by, the New Haven of its Connec- 
ticut trolley lines and: fixing the period 
within which the trustees of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Road must sell the latter's 
stock owned by the New Haven. 


Fears of»a Financial Crash. 


According to: information laid before 
rthe President’ by comercial bodies, bank- 
ing. institutions, and representative men 
of. New Engiand,’*there willbe great 
danger of a financial crash in that }sec- 
tion of the country unless the Depart- 
ment of Justice modifies some of its 
terms for the proposed dissolution. To 
what. extent the President has been in- 
fluenced by these .representations has 
not been disclosed in. any formal way, 
but there were intimations at the White 
House to-day that he intended to be 
giuded by Attorney General McReyn- 
olds, who has shown signs of irritation 
over the campaign that is being waged 
in’ behalf of the New Haven. 

The Presideht heard from Senator 
Weeks to-day that minor points had 
been allowed to obstruct the negotia- 
tions between the Department of Jus- 
tice and the New Haven. .Mr. Weeks 
told the President that it would be a 
great mistake for the department to in- 
Sist upon too short a time within which 
the stock of the Boston & Maine must 
be sold.. He said that the stock could 
not find a good market now, and that 
time should be allowed for it to rehabili- 
tate itself.

The  McClintic-Marshall 
original bid, on which the -work was 
awarded to it in 1908, was $5,300,000. At 
intervals during the following five years 
the company’s payroll on the Isthmus 
bore the names of more than 5,000 men. 
The contract involved 92 gate leaves, 
ranging from 64 to 90 feet in height, at 
the three series of locks on the canal. 
The erection involved the driving of 5,- 
830,000 rivets in these gates. 

It was reported at the time that the 
company was having trouble in financ- 
ing the work because of the arbitrary 
inspection tactics of United States army 
engineers on the Government work. 
Finally, after the company had all but 
despaired,

The record shows unbroken 
deficits for the British telegraphs, and 
unbroken. profits for the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
Since 1908 the British deficits have 
ranged between $4,847,425 and $5,- 
911,605. For the same years the sur- 
plus above dividends on a constantly 
increasing scale for the Telephone and 
Telegraph Company has ranged be- 
tween $2,662,551 and $3,247,357. The 
British service has constantly de- 
teriorated, and within a year the Brit- 
ish Postmaster General has made a 
visit to the United States. to see how 
we do it and to try to imitate our 
methods. The American service has 
constantly improved and cheapened, 
and would continue to do so if the 
Government had not intervened and 
prevented the uniting of the telegraph 
and telephone services>in a simple 
manner which has never .occurred 
to any Government. Representative 
LrEwis’s estimate is that the telephone 
service would net the Post Office $50,- 
000,000. That is about double the, 
dividends earned under private man- 
agement. | Anybody who ‘thinks that 
public management would double pri- 
vate profits is capable of believing that 
the parcel post is working now ait a 
profit. A profit of the ‘same sort is 
the fate of'any Government telephone 
adventure. 








HOME RULE SKIRMISHING, 

In the House of Commons yeéter- 
day Mr. AsquitH declined to give any 
details of his proposals for peaceful 
adjustment of the home rule con- 
troversy. In effect this was a chal- 
lenge to the Unionists to define their 
position on the principle of . the 
Proposals, a challenge which he had 
every reason to expect would be de- 
élined. The essential provision of his 
plan is that Ulster shall: be included 
in the bill after six years unless by 
direct. Parliamentary action final ex- 
clusion is authorized. 'The Unionists, 
and especially the leader of Ulster, 
had declared that they could not ac- 
cept this plan, and had suggested that 
it be changed so that Ulster, if now 
allowed to stay out for six years, 
should remain’ out unless by direct 
Parliamentary action it was required 
to come in.. They could not, therefore, 
be expected: to approve the Govern- 
ment plan ‘S in principle,” since that 
would be a surrender of all that they 
have contended for. Details would be 
of no importance. The result was 
that Mr. AsqQuiTH consented that 
there should. be opportunity to de- 
bate his refusal to give details of his 
plan, which practically means that 
the whole matter is deferred. 
Probably this was ‘the intention of 
the Government, which is not pre- 
pared to make any further conces- 
sions, and is equally unprepared to 
announce a final refusal.. There is, 
therefore, a possibility and even a 
probability that a compromise will yet 
Neither party has adopt- 
ed a position from which it cannot 
vary. The leaders. of each are eyi- 
dently awaiting further evidence of 
the tendency of. public opiriion. The 
longer this continues the less likely is 
it that. an open civil conflict will 
ensue.

NEW MARKET BOARD 


Proposed to Solve Food. Problem 
‘ In This Gity. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A bill has been introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Pollock and in the Assembly by 
Assemblyman Patton, Which provides for a 
new Department of Markets in this city, 
and centres the control of same in a Board 
of Market Commissioners ftpresenting the 
five boroughs of the. city; 

The advisability of a single Market Com- 
missioner as head of the Gepartment, with 
deputies in each borough, has been consid- 
ered, but, as the scope of the department is 
so large, and the work is so important, and 
as each borough is practically a: city: in 
itself, it has been deemed wise that éach’ 
borough should be entitled to its own. Com- 
missioner—particularly so as the judicial acts 
such as to determining the prosecution, of 
combinations in restraint. of trade .and pros- 
ecutions of the railroads for failure to de- 
liver property requites the united action of a 
full board, and the work would therefore be 
too complicated and too heavy for any one 
Commissioner to. handle., 

This bill has been framed as a result of 
the reports of a committee apopinted by Gov. 
Dix, and known as “‘ ‘The State Food Inves- 
tigation Cor mittee,’’ and also as a result of’ 
the report of the Mayor’s Market Terminal 
Committee appointed by the late Mayor Gay- 
nor,/ and both of these committeés, after a 
long and careful investigation of this impor- 
tant subject of food supplies for the City of 
New York, arrived at the same conclusion to 
bring about a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. : 

I might add also that similar investiga- 
tions in large Continental cities have resulted 
in the same solution of this problem, and I 
cannot dwell too strongly upon the vital ne- 
cessity for prompt action on the part of cur 
legislative bodies at Albany in the creation

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

*“Civis Americanus,’’ in Sunday’s TIMBs, 
stated a case which should interest every 
citizen, He_well presents the issue of *' dis- 
honest law making ’’ by Legislatures and by 
commissions, those all-powerful repositories 
of delegated power which have seized such 
high authority within the past’few years. 

There is no word which applies to‘a vari- 
ety of actions detrimental to the railroads; 
they are wholly dishonest in principle beyond 
question. The full crew laws are dishonest 
laws. The 2-cent fare laws, in scattered 
States, like Missouri and West Virgifila, are 
dishonest. “The neighbors of Missouri’ and 
West Virginia are paying part of their fare. 

And most especially and viciously dishonest 
are the wage awards which have been ex- 
torted. by terrorizing threats against the 
whole community. The railroad trainmen, in 
particular, are*paid three times as much as 
similar labor earns anywhere else in the 
world—not only that,. but are paid two or 
three times as much as the average Amer- 
ican labor. Every demand they make. is 
backed by a threat of immense damage to 
all other workers, by a strike which will 
render every city helpless. They said last 
Summer, ‘Give us $30,000,000 or we will 
eut. off Néw York’s food supply and stop 
every industry.’’. What is the difference in 
principle between that and holding up the 
Broadway crowds at the point of a gun?

FILIPINOS OUST AMERICANS 


No Shred of Civil Service Law Left, | 


Says One: Correspondent——Per- 
ils of Brown Officlaldom. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

In a letter which ‘was published and 
editorially commented upon in’ your is- 
sue of March 12, 1914, the Secretary of 
Yale University attempted to refute the 
statement of John C. Curtiss. that 
“Gov. Harrison is ‘throwing all the 
capable white. men out of office and 
filling their places with Filipinos,” by 
quoting from a letter of a Philippine 
versant with conditions,” who seys 
that: g 


Goy. Harrison made only thirty-three. ap- 
pointments to office. from his’ arrival in 
Manila in the Autumn through the end of 
January of this year. Of -these, sixteen 

re Filipinos and. seventeen Americans. 
Of the latter only five came from the 
United States and of the othér twelve 
eleven were promotions of Americans al- 
ready in office. 


Your “ correspondent doubbttess - writes 
in perfectly good faith, and -has been 
misled by the statement of the official 
in question, which is more ingenious 
than ingenuous. The latter gentleman 
may have been fully conversant. with 
conditions, but he did not describe them 
fully, and the statements which he did 
make, in so far as they are reassuring 
to those. who have feared that the 
change in administration might  mean- 
the breaking down of the Philippine 
civil. service, are grossly misleading 
He states that Mr. Harrison himself 
has appointed seventeen Americans to 
office as against sixteen Filipinos, dnd 
leaves it to be inferred that the total 
number of places vacated has been 
thirty-three. He fails to mention the 
important fact that the Governor Gefi- 
eral's power of direct appointment and 
removal is strictly limited by law to a 
few of the highest officials, such as 
Judges of first instance, Governors and 
Lieutenant Governors of certain prov- 
inces, bureau chiefs and assistant -bu- 
reau chiefs. Other officers and em- 
ployes of the Government are appointed 
and removed by the chiefs of bureaus 
and offices. 

The statement of Mr. Curtiss was -in- 
accurate. Gov. Harrison cannot him- 
self throw many white men out of office, 
but he “can inaugurate, and has -in- 
augurated, a policy under which cx- 
perienced and competent Americans in 
very large “numbers have been forced 
out of the service or have left it, in dis- 
gust, and their places have beén filled 
with Filipinos; some of whom are well 
known to be incompetent, whi others 
are as yet untried. 

Let no one think that the question 
is one of appcintments and removals 
to thirty-three positions. After read- 
ing your editorial I cabled Manila ask- 
ing how many Americans have left the 
service since Gov. Harrison’s arrival in 
October. . The laconic. reply-was ‘ 86%." 

Of these, some have’, been uncere++sen 
moniously ‘thrown out. ‘Others “have 
been got rid of by abolishing their ro- 
sitions, for the time at least, Others: 
have been notified that their resigna- 
tions were desired ‘*from «motives of 
econcmy,” but the respect for the Civil 
Service act which led to this beating of 
the -devil around the “bush in the. first 
instance seems to be rapidly disappear- 
ing, and with increasing frequency 
American employes of proved efficiency 
are being brazenly informed that: their 
places are wanted for Iilipinos. 

May I, too, quote from correspondents 
who are ‘‘in a position to be fully con- 
versant with conditions”? One, writ- 
ing upder date of Jan. 23, says: ‘* Gen. 
Tinio [the newly appointed Filipino Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Lands]. has 
brought Filipinos to his bureau who 
know nothing about the work, to give 
them the. jobs, and has refused, ‘for 
political reasons,’ to discharge others,’ 
concerning whom serious complaints 
have been. made.”’

Self - Respecting Elderly” Women 
Cannot Pay Their Rent. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Apart from the general question of the un- 
employed, there are in every great city hid- 
den cases of the most pathetic kind, known 
for the most part only to physicians in charge 
of-free clini¢s and possibly: to dctive visiting 
clergy. ‘ 

These are the cases of self-respecting elder- 
ly women whose main dread is the accept- 
ance of charity, whose whole lives have 
been of struggle, and who, as age gpproaches, 
are set aside either from infirmity or. on 
t of young workers. Two such 
cases have recently come under my imme- 
diate observation. Each through lives, of un- 
intermittent work had supported relatives. 
Both would suffer any extremity rather than 
appeal for charity. Of such. women there 
are no doubt hundreds in every great city, 
and it would seem that a few persons having 
more money than they) need might readily 
establish a fund having for its object the re- 
lief of such cases. 

This relief should in almost all cases take 
the form of release from rent. The pay- 
ment of rent cannot be evaded, . whereas, 
among the indigent, neighbors can almost 
always be depended upon for assistance in 
the matter of food. The’ poor share: with 








to-do, but the strain of meeting rent 4s too. 
often the last straw which finally brings the 
debtor to the poorhouse. .Those who through 
acute distress retain self-respect and accept 
the conditions of their Hves without com- 
plaint are worthy of every assistance that 
can be rendered to. them. Unfortunately, the 
number of those so Situated that. they can 
assume the entire burden. of yearly rent for 
a poor family are few. If, however, some 
of the more fortunate individuals who can 
afford it would band together for the forma- 
tion of a fund; tobe wisely administered for 
relief from rent in those hidden cases, some 
of the saddest tragedies in human life might 
be. averted.

The greater number of the Longhi™ 
pictures found homes in Venice, and:

Mr. Hauerbach is best known as a 
writer of musical comedies, and “ The 
Crinoline Girl ’’ is, in construction, story, 
and stage setting, a typical musical 
comedy. However, the piece is present- 
ed as a farce, and the only music is fur- 
nished by Mr. Witinge himself, who 
sings’ a number of pleasing songs com- 
posed by Percy Wenrich. 

What “The Crinoline Girl’ Jacks in: 
that: mysterious something known: as 


“class ’’ it makes up for in speed, and } 


during the entire three acts there is not 
a dull-moment on the stage: There are 
plenty of laughs that come naturally out 
of well-built situations ang the. melo- 
dramatic twist to the story, while very 
reminiscent and not exceedingly puz- 
zling, is nevertheless interesting. 

There is, unfortunately, some exceed-: 
ingly bad acting by one or. two members 
of a not. too well selected cast, but Mr. 
Eltinge and Herbert Corthell keep .the 
fun going all of the time so that-'the 
work of Herbert McKenzie, as a_titled 
crook, while: not’ forgotten. and forgiven, 
is at least swallowed up in the genéral 
enjoyment of the farce.

anne, Switzerland, wheré the action of 
the farce takes place. The titled crook 
is ably assisted by the Ainsley eer ee 
butler and also by a Scotland Yard de- 
tective who fails to detect.

Alien Labor Decreasing. 


A possible commentary on the condi- 
tion of labor is furnished by the latest 
Bulletin issued by the Department of 
Immigration.
